The Office of the United Nations High Commissioner for Human Rights 
(Secretariat of the Working Group on Arbitrary Detention) presents 
its compliments to the Permanent Mission of the United States of 
America to the United Nations Office at Geneva and has the honour to 
advise it that the 46th session of the Working Group on Arbitrary 
Detention will take place in Geneva from 28 August to 1 September 
2006.

Mohammed bin Attash; Adil al-Jazeeri; Hambali ; Mohamad Nazir bin 
Lep; Mohamad Farik Amin; Tariq Mahmood; Hassan Ghul; Musaad Aruchi; 
Mohammed Naeem Noor Khan; Ahmed Khalfan Ghailani; Abu Faraj al-Libi
